The best that ‘can be 
done is to register approval or 
disapproval.on general lines of 
polley, in the hope that, Officialdom 
may tuke due note thereof and 
that jn, specific matters some 
varfation of the Goyernment plans 
may bo secured if there should be 
a strong demand therefor,. It Is 
one’ of Hongkong's drawbacks that 
it has no elected Unofficial members 
of the’ Council—a elreumstance 
which. might be expected to pro- 
duce an even greater apathy than 
actually prevails aniongst the com- 
munity in regard to public affairs, 

This year’s Budget.ia not likely 
to provide much cause for serious 
criticism, for it is framed on a 
somewhat conservative _ basis and 
does not contain a great deal that 
fs controyersial. The Colony’s 
maln problem—that of. the. water 
supply—is not touched by it, for 
whatever expenditure may be found 
necessary under thie heading will 
obviously have -to be met from 
other than normal revenue.- It. 
is to bé expected, however, that re- 
ference will bo made to this. ail- 
important. question, for tho situa: 
ton is one that calls for, urgent ac- 
tion, There aro n number of other 
issuea of sccondary importance 
which call for comment, ‘and the 
public will expect the Unoflicials to 
watch its Interests to the extent of 
offering appropriate advice to the 
nuthories.
